Claim 22, drawn to a method for accurately determining the density and 
pressure change of compressible fluid, classified in class 73, subclass 
54.06. 

III. Claims 27-30, drawn to a data acquisition system, classified in class 706, 
subclass 1+. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination 
as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because all of the 
limitations of Invention II are not found in Invention I. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as determining density and viscosity of a fluid.
